Through the many years of development and use of fountain pens it has been 
proven that the Crescent Filler is the most practical of self-filling and cleaning 
devices used in a fountain pen. 

The projecting oval-strip — the Crescent Filler — attached to the bar at two points 
forms a two point contact. 

There is a decided advantage in this construction. In filling — when the thumb 
presses down on the Crescent, the two point contact gives an even, level pressure 
along the entire length of the presser bar, resulting in the complete compression 
of the ink reservoir. The presser bar is not drawn down at one end and up at 
the other as is so frequently the case where a single point of contact is made 
with the filling device. 

Unless the ink reservoir is fully compressed it will not fill completely. The 
result is part air and part ink— improper feeding — pen skips — more frequent 
filling of the pen.
